Let there be light 


MORE than 300 people 
from Woodberry Down 
Estate gathered together 
to share a community feast 
on 10 December. 


The event featured fun 
activities for youngsters, 
performances by local 
musicians, and information 
on money-saving tips, 


youth activities and training 
opportunities for residents. 
It was also a chance to see 
a fascinating exhibition 
of photographs of the 


estate and the people who 
live there. Plus guests 
could view a model of the 
regeneration masterplan for 
the estate, which will lead 


to the creation of 5,500 new 
homes, with 41 per cent 
for social renting and 
shared ownership.

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Hopes of a new era 


T HE Council is 

continuing to put 
pressure on the 
owners of the New 
Era estate, in Hoxton, 
to sell it to a housing 
association and protect 
the tenancies of over 
90 families. 

Their plight made 
national headlines when 
Westbrook Partners - an 
American investment 
company - bought the 
estate earlier this year. It 
had previously been owned 
by First LBS Holdings, a 
family company which built 
the estate in the 1930s to 
provide affordable rents to 
local working families. 

Westbrook plans to 
renovate the estate and 
bump rents up to market 
levels - more than three 
times the current rate. 

The Mayor of Hackney 
Jules Pipe; Cabinet Member 
for Housing, Cllr Philip 
Glanville, and local ward 
councillors have supported 
residents in a high profile 
campaign, which has 


included a protest outside 
Westbrook’s Berkeley 
Square offices. The protest, 
on 1 December, then made 
its way to 10 Downing 
Street, where residents 
delivered a 300,000 
signature petition, calling 
on the Mayor of London to 
take action. 

Last month, Mayor Pipe 
and Cllr Glanville wrote to 
Westbrook, urging them to 
sell the estate to a housing 
association. Since then they 


have held several meetings 
with the company, outlining 
their concerns, and offering 
to broker a deal between 
Westbrook and a local 
housing association. The 
Council believes this is 
the best option as housing 
associations are not limited 
by Government-imposed 
borrowing caps that local 
authorities are, which 
means Hackney is unable to 
buy the estate itself. 

Cllr Glanville said: “Our 


first concern is the impact 
Westbrook’s plans will 
have on New Era residents. 
They have been treated 
disgracefully and have been 
left in the dark throughout 
most of this process. The 
personal cost to the families 
living on New Era will be 
significant, and taxpayers 
are rightly outraged 
that we will in effect be 
paying for temporary 
accommodation for these 
vulnerable residents, while 
an American investment 
firm lines its pockets. 

“The plight of the New 
Era estate illustrates the 
problems with the private 
rented sector in London, 
which affords tenants few 
rights and leaves them 
exposed to the worse 
excesses of the market. 

We need longer tenancies, 
index-linked rent rises, 
the end of tenant fees and 
the end to unscrupulous 
evictions. Without better 
regulation, London’s social 
diversity and economy is 
at risk.”

DISABLED residents are being offered a 50 per cent 
discount to Council gyms, to get fit and healthy over the 
festive period, thanks to a December deal. 

The Council and its leisure partner GLL already offers a 
cut-price ‘Better Inclusive’ membership to people aged 
1 6 and over and in receipt of any of severe disablement 
allowance; mobility allowance; disability living allowance; 
personal independence payments; industrial injuries 
disablement benefit; attendance allowance; employment 
and support allowance. 

Until 31 December, Better Inclusive membership will be 
£9.98, half the normal monthly fee. 



ONDON Fields 
Lido users are now 
able to swim in the 
winter evenings 
after floodlights have been 
installed to illuminate the 
heated outdoor Olympic- 
sized swimming pool. 

The official switch on 
ceremony took place on 
10 December, when 
residents were offered a 
free session to experience 
swimming under the stars. 

Team GB synchronised 
swimmers and members of 
‘Britain’s Got Talent’ TV 
stars, Aquabatix, wowed 
guests at the poolside event 
to celebrate the installation 
of the eight floodlights. 

The heated lido is 
now open to the public 
between 6.30am and 
9pm all year round and 
follows calls from users to 
extend the opening hours 
in the winter. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “We want 
to support people in 


Hackney to be happy and 
healthy and by installing 
floodlights we have 
made it even easier to 
fit a regular swim into 
your routine. 

“The lido has already 
proved to be one of the 
country’s most popular 
pools and this new 
investment shows we 


aren’t complacent about 
making improvements to 
the borough.” 

He also gave special 
mention to the London 
Fields Lido Users Group 
for their ‘untiring support’. 

Guest speaker, 
Paralympic swimmer 
Dervis Konuralp, said: 
“The floodlights mark a 


turning point for the lido. 

It will allow more and 
more people to reach their 
potential, young, old, able 
and disabled.” 

In addition to the 
floodlights at the pool, 
lighting has been installed 
to the external changing 
cubicles and new light 
fittings will illuminate the 
pool entrance and cycle 
rack area. The underwater 
lights will also be replaced 
with new LED fittings. 

The lighting has been 
carefully selected in order 
to minimise potential 
light pollution for 
residents and wildlife. 

The Council reopened 
the lido in 2006 after a 
£2.5million refurbishment. 
The pool is run by 
the Council’s leisure 
partner GLL.

RESIDENTS are invited to add their ideas and support to 
plans to improve Springfield Park. 

With 1 4.73 hectares overlooking the Lea Valley, the park is 
one of the borough’s largest green spaces, and the Council 
is keen to restore some of its early 20th century features 
and enhance the park. 

It plans to submit a bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund to help 
to restore and refurbish the buildings, upgrade footpaths, 
play equipment, gates, and railings, and help preserve the 
park’s magnificent collection of trees. 

Ahead of the application, the Council wants to talk to as 
many park users as possible to outline the project and get 
their thoughts on howto improve it. 

The consultation will remain open until 5 January before 
the Council submits its application in February.

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Hackney Homes’ Winter Warmer event gives over 55s 
access to a range of services over the colder months

S IXTY seven, 
we’re going to 
heaven!” went 
the call across the 
crowded Assembly Rooms 
in Hackney Town Hall, as 
older residents thronged to 
Hackney Homes’ annual 
Winter Warmer event. 

The gathering, held on 3 
December, attracted over 
400 residents who picked up 
information, tips and advice 
on how to stay healthy, 
warm and active during the 
winter months. 

Stalls lined the hall, 
advertising the free services 


on offer to over 55s in 
the borough. One table 
crowded with interested 
residents belonged to the 
Big Energy Network, which 
helps identify the best tariff 
for utility bills. 

Mark McKenna, from the 
Manor House Development 
Trust, said: “We find most 


people, the elderly included, 
are paying too much and are 
not aware of the discounts 
they are entitled to.” 

Marina Gordon, 64, 
agreed. She said: “There’s 
lots of useful information 
here, especially about 
heating tariffs and how to 
keep warm. And it’s nice 


to get out of the house. I’ve 
lived in Hackney all my 
adult life so it’s good to 
engage in the social side.” 

Attendees enjoyed 
chatting to each other 
while taking advantage of 
the free soup, sandwiches, 
mince pies and hot drinks 
on offer, as well as joining 
in a raffle, bingo and other 
competitions. 

Sitting down to eat, 

Alice Freeman, 89, from 
Haggerston, said: “I’ve been 
living in Hackney since 
1964 and I’ve seen it change 
a lot for the better. Since 
I’ve not been well, I’ve had 
a lot of help. It’s great to 
come to the Winter Warmer

Other services providing 
advice included the Hackney 
Circle, which helps older 
residents enjoy Dalston; the 
NHS and Hackney Public 
Health team; and Citizens 
Advice Bureau. 

At Age UK East London’s 
stall Odette Messiah said: 
“The Winter Warmer events 
are brilliant for raising 
awareness of the services on 
offer. Often, people don’t 
know about us or what we 
can do for them until they 
find us here and enquire 
about housing or Council 
Tax problems. Our figures 


shot up after the last event.” 

Finbar Kennedy, 68, from 
Clapton, agreed. He said: 
“I’ve been coming to these 
events every year since they 
first started. There are lots 
of resources on offer to 
retired people in Hackney, 
but it’s not always easy to 
find them. That’s why these 
events are so useful.” 

In an adjoining room 
free massages were being 


given. Pauline Lee, 61, from 
London Fields, was getting 
a mini manicure. She said: 
“This is the first time I’ve 
been to one of these events. 
This is a treat - I’ve never 
had a manicure before.” 

Meanwhile, a winner had 
just been announced at the 
bingo. Mark Fewtrell, 55, 
was given a £20 voucher to 
spend in a series of shops. 
He said: “I’m homeless at 


the moment. I’ve just got out 
of hospital and I’m living in 
a hostel.” 

“But this is great,” he 
added, gesturing at his 
vouchers. “I’ll spend it on 
food. Everyone else got three 
bingo cards and I only got 
one - it must be fate.” 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, concluded: 

“The Winter Warmer is 
an excellent forum for 
providing information to 
some of our most vulnerable 
residents. It also offers a 
great social atmosphere, 
giving attendees the chance 
to meet new people and join 
new clubs in their areas.”

Pantos through the ages 

It’s behind you: during the festive season theatres all over Britain put on 
pantomimes, which have a long and illustrious tradition in the East End

P ANTO has a long 
and illustrious 
tradition in 
Hackney, dating 
back to the 19th century. 

At the Grecian theatre, 
in Shoreditch, its manager 
George Conquest would 
appear each year dressed 
as some outlandish 
creature like a crab or an 
octopus. Whilst at the 
Britannia, in Hoxton, 
owner Sarah Lane also 
insisted on appearing every 
year in black silk tights, 
well into old age. 

The collections at 


Hackney Archives hold a 
wealth of material relating 
to pantomimes old and 
new, and can trace a 
tangential link to an early 
ground-breaking show 
at Drury Lane theatre 
in 1781. 

This was a production 
of ‘Robinson Crusoe 
or Harlequin Friday’, 
adapted from ‘The life 
and surprising adventures 
of Robinson Crusoe of 
York’ written by Stoke 
Newington resident 
Daniel Defoe. The tale 
of a shipwrecked man 
is acclaimed as the first 
modern novel, and the 
stage version is similarly 


regarded as the first 
modern panto. 

It was also the first 
time that some characters 
had spoken on stage and 
was the first panto to be 
performed in America. 

The Harlequinade, 
which had a strong 
influence upon English 
pantomime and featured 
characters from Italian 
and French tradition, was 
gradually replaced by 
adaptations from classic 
fairy tales and nursery 
rhymes, although the 
slapstick element remained 
alive and well. 

It is the old tales that 
survived as regular panto 


productions, rather than 
those invented in the 1800s 
such as ‘Hokee Pokee’, 
‘Spitz Spitze the Spider 
Crab’, and ‘The Demon 
Oof Bird’. 

One of the greatest 
writers and producers of 
pantomimes was Richard 
Nelson Lee, although 
his shows were often 
over two hours long 
with complicated plots 
more suitable for adults 
than children. Lee lived 
at 67 Shrubland Road, 
Haggerston, and today 
the house still bears the 
inscription ‘Nelson’s 
Cottage 1851’. 

After the Shoreditch 
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theatres gradually closed 
down, the great London 
tradition of pantomime 
transferred from the East 
End to the West End, but 
it has returned in recent 
years thanks to the annual 
spectacles produced by the 
Hackney Empire. 

These productions have 
become synonymous with 
the start of the festive 
season, and regularly 
receive rave reviews 
proclaiming the Hackney 
Empire panto as the best 
in London. 

This year the story is 
that of ‘Mother Goose’, 
but it’s not the first time 
this particular tale has 


been given the panto 
treatment, as can be seen 
from the programmes 
and playbills held at the 
Archives - a selection of 
which are illustrated here,

HAROND Clarke 
is backstage 
at Hackney 
Empire, chatting 
animatedly as she gets 
ready for her role as the 
good fairy, Charity, in this 
winter’s hit pantomime 
‘Mother Goose.’ 

It’s the fourth panto she’s 
appeared in on the Empire’s 
113-year-old stage, and the 
fifth to which she has lent 
her amazing voice. As she 
says: “The Empire and I go 
way back,” and her love 
affair with the theatre shows 
no signs of fading. 

“When you’re on stage 
at the Empire you totally 
feel all that rich history, you 
feel all the people who’ve 
performed there before 
you, from Charlie Chaplin 
onwards. . . It’s wonderful 
standing on that stage, 
looking out. It feels like one 
of the great stages, like the 


Royal Opera House, but not 
in any way elitist. There’s 
always something for a 
section of the community 

- be it Turkish or Chinese 

- or for the community as a 
whole.” 

Sharon’s connections to 
that community go way 
back. Born in Tottenham in 
1966, she was six years old 
when she started performing 
in Hackney. 

She says: “My mate from 
primary school told me she 
was going to dance classes 
in Clapton Pond, at the 
Ivy Travers Dance School. 

I asked to go along, and 
that’s where I first got the 
performing bug. From then 
on, I was hooked.” 

But Sharon did not come 
from a performing family. 
She says: “The first time 
my parents ever went to the 
theatre was probably when I 
first performed. When I was 
growing up, we didn’t know 
anyone who went to the 
theatre.” 


It was in the 1980s, as 
lead singer of house music 
duo Nomad, that Sharon 
first performed at the 
Hackney Empire. In 1991, 
Nomad reached number 
one in the UK chart with the 
song, ‘(I Wanna Give You) 
Devotion.’ 

Sharon recalls: “My mate, 
Steve Mac, the other half of 
the group, lived on Wilton 


Way. So we were 
in Hackney a lot and got 
some of our breaks at the 
Empire. That was way 
before I met Susie.” 

Susie McKenna is the 
Creative Director of 
Hackney Empire, who not 
only wrote and directed this 
year’s panto, but stars in it, 
as the evil fairy Vanity. She 
is also Sharon’s wife. 


“We were married on 
the stage at the Empire in 
2008,” Sharon says. “It 
was where we had worked 
together and fallen in 
love. When you have the 
opportunity of using a space 
like that, why wouldn’t 
you?” 

The same year, Sharon 
left the BBC medical drama 
‘Holby City’, in which she 
had played Lola Griffin for 
nearly 10 years. She has 
since appeared in the BBC 
talent show ‘Last Choir 
Standing’, ‘EastEnders’ and 
‘The Bill’ amongst other 
classic television dramas. 

However, she’d always 
pick theatre over TV. 

Sharon says: “I love that 
energy exchange between 
myself and an audience. 
Especially matinees here at 
the panto. They’re full of 
kids and its likely to be their 
first theatre experience. 

“You look at their wide 
eyes, think about what 
theatre can do to people and 


hope that this could be the 
beginning of something.” 

This year, Sharon won 
a prestigious Olivier 
Award for best actress in 
a supporting role for her 
performance in ‘The 
Amen Corner’ at the 
National Theatre. 

She has not forgotten the 
six-year-old girl who took 
her first steps onto the stage 
in Clapton, though. Sharon 
says: “That’s why I love 
the Hackney Empire. It’s 
accessible. It’s multicultural. 
It’s not a theatre experience 
that leaves people worried 
that it’s not for them. 

“I want to make people 
think that they can and 
should get into theatre. It’s 
important. Theatre can’t be 
paused so you can get up 
and make a cup of tea. You 
have to engage, relate and 
then debate it. It gets people 
thinking and empathising 
with people and situations 
they would never encounter 
otherwise. I love that.”

Row, row, row your boat

A HACKNEY 
family with a 
proud sporting 
legacy have been 
honoured by the Lea 
Rowing Club. 

The club’s latest boat 
was named after the widow 
of Olympic boxer Fred 
Mallin at a ceremony on 6 
December. Phyllis Mallin, 
94, did the honours by 
pouring champagne over the 
gunnels of the eight person 
rowing boat to officially 
name it after her. 

She said: “Today has 
been marvellous. Fred was 
very fit when he was young. 
It’s important to get young 
people involved in activities 
like sport.” 

The Mallin family’s 
sporting heritage goes 


back almost a century, 
and includes two Olympic 
boxers, who were also 
keen rowers. Born, raised 
and trained in Hackney, 
Fred won a gold medal in 
the boxing middleweight 
class at the first ever 
Commonwealth Games in 
1930, and a bronze at the 
1928 Olympics. 

His brother Harry also 
won the middleweight 
amateur British title five 
times in succession, as well 
as gold - both in the 1920 
and 1924 Olympics. 

Tony Mallin, who is the 
son of Fred and Phyllis, 
financed the new boat. He 
is chairman of the club and 
has also made his mark in 
rowing, winning two golds 
at Henley and the British 
Rowing Championships. 

Tony said: “The club 
gives the young people

Lea Rowing Club has 
produced numerous 
Olympic and British 


championship athletes 
including Gillian Parker, 
who went to the 1976 
Olympics and now coaches 
the club’s women’s and 
men’s rowing teams. 


The 58-year-old said: “I 
live in Stamford Hill, I grew 
up here and started rowing 
when I was 16. 1 went to 
Montreal, which was the 
first time they allowed 
women to compete in 
rowing at the Olympics. 

“I was so proud during 
the 2012 Olympics when we 
got our first gold medal in 
women’s rowing.” 

Guests at the event 
watched as the junior eight 
girls team, aged 13 to 16, 
took the boat out on the 
water for first time. The VIII 
is the fastest and longest 
rowing boat, with eight 
oarsmen and a cox, and is 
up to 59ft in length. 

Emily Downey, 16, a 
member of the club’s junior 
VIII squad and bronze 
medallist at the British 
Championships, said: “It 
feels quite special, especially 


as the Mallin family have 
been in the sport for some 
time, so it’s like passing 
something on from one 
generation to the next. I will 
definitely carry on rowing, 
all through my life, if I can.” 

The Lea Rowing Club 
continues to work to 
encourage residents, 
especially young people, into 
the sport. Anyone aged over 
12 can join, and currently, 
the oldest member is 79. 

Gillian concluded: “A lot 
of people don’t know this 
exists in Hackney. There’s 
loads of us who have grown 
up together here and we 
want to give back.”

I T’S the most 

wonderful time of the 
year, but did you know 
it might also be the 
most wasteful? 

Some 4,500 tonnes of 
tin foil will be used in 
the UK over Christmas. 
Residents can help reduce 
this by putting foil in their 
household green sacks, 
or communal recycling 
bins, along with tins, cans, 
glass bottles, jars, plastic 
bottles and most plastic 
packaging. 

Over a third of Brits also 
admit to throwing away 
more food at Christmas 
than at any other time, 
and an estimated 230,000 
tonnes is binned annually. 


All food waste can be 
disposed of in residents’ 
blue food waste caddies, 
and used for composting. 

Christmas cards, 
envelopes, wrapping 
paper, crackers, paper hats 
and cardboard boxes can 
all be recycled, which is 
helpful since the UK uses 
enough wrapping paper 
during the festive season 
to reach round the world 
nine times. Cllr Feryal 
Demirci, Cabinet Member

Q: I’ve seen lots of posters about recycling food 
waste. I put my vegetable peelings and fruit in the 
blue bin, but what about raw meat, giblets and bones? 
Also, what about meat that’s already gone off? 

A: That is all fine to put in your blue bin for collection. 

You should only throw away inedible food though, like 
bones, skin, fat and giblets. If you think you won’t eat 
everything you have, freeze it before it goes off and reheat 
it another time. 

You can freeze meat and fish before it’s been cooked or 
after, just make sure you defrost and cook it properly.

Flexible parking for new car sharing scheme, DriveNow, is launched in Hackney 


HACKNEY has been 
chosen as one of three 
London boroughs to 
introduce an innovative car 
sharing scheme to the UK. 

The DriveNow Scheme, 
which has over 360,000 
customers in Germany 
and the USA, launched in 
Hackney, Islington and 
Haringey on 5 December, 


with an initial fleet of 210 
cars. Run by BMW Group 
and Sixt, it is the first car 
sharing service to work 
with local authorities, 
allowing customers to 
use any legal on-street 
parking space, including all 
residential parking zones. 

Unlike other schemes, 
the cars do not have to be 


returned to a fixed parking 
bay, meaning they can 
be dropped off for free 
anywhere across the 
three boroughs. 

Joseph Seal-Driver, 

UK head of DriveNow 
said: “Our goal is that 
DriveNow will act as 
the tipping point in 
transforming car sharing 


into a mainstream mobility 
choice for Londoners.” 

Users pay a registration 
fee of £29, after which they 
can access a vehicle for 39p 
a minute with an hourly cap 
of £20. An app will help 
users find and open their 
nearest car.

MMERSIVE theatre 
company Punchdrunk 
joined forces with 
Hackney Learning 
Trust to boost pupils’ 
literacy skills at the 
Petchey Academy, E8. 

The innovative project, 
called Prospero’s Island, 
was aimed at pupils in Years 
7 and 8. The two-and-a- 
half-hour immersive session 
was based on Shakespeare’s 
The Tempest’ and 
encouraged students to 
use communication skills 
and lateral thinking to 
unlock different levels 
within the play. 

A secret room, set up in 
the style of an adventurer’s 
study, was installed in a 


quiet corner of the school 
where pupils interacted 
with actors to bring the play 
to life. Through various 
activities and quizzes, 
students were encouraged 
to discover, share and 
develop their own ideas and 
deepen their understanding 
of The Tempest’. 

Michael, 11, said: “I’m 
enjoying today because we 
had fun solving mysteries. 
It’s helping us learn old 


English and there’s lots of 
stuff to read. I might use the 
word ‘thy’ in the future.” 

During the session, pupils 
analysed and read out parts 
of the text and unlocked key 
clues - whilst developing 
their vocabularies - by using 
different synonyms and 
adjectives to describe what 
they read in the play. 

Before the installation 
was unveiled, key themes 
were introduced through 


the daily curriculum and via 
clues and hints appearing 
around the school. 

Punchdrunk Enrichment 
Director, Peter Higgin, said: 
“Prospero’s Island is an 
immersive experience using 
gaming mechanics, designed 
to improve attainment in 
literacy and encourage a 
greater engagement with 
Shakespearian language.” 

Petchey Academy 
Principal, Olivia Cole, 
added: “We were very 
excited to be chosen to 
spearhead this ground- 
breaking initiative. We 
strongly believe in the 
power of cross-curricular 
activities to inspire and 
engage students.”

Mossbourne pupils encourage 
peers to register as donors 

MOSSBOURNE Community Academy, E5, has set itself 
the ambitious goal of getting the majority of sixth form 
students and staff registered as bone marrow, blood and 
organ donors before Christmas. 

The programme is being run in collaboration with the 
award-winning blood cancer charity ACLT (African 
Caribbean Leukaemia Trust). Overthe past term, six 
student ambassadors have been meeting with charity 
staff on a weekly basis to learn about donation. 

Beverly De-Gale, ACLT co-founder who has been running 
the project, said: “The odds of finding a matching bone 
marrow donor are extremely rare, especially for ethnic 
minorities. It’s like looking for a needle in a haystack. 
“Thousands of people die waiting for bone marrow donors 
every year. We want to explain to everyone at Mossbourne 
that registering as a potential donor takes just 1 5 minutes 
and a donation itself is much like blood donation." 

On 1 7 December, the young ambassadors will host a 
registration drive across the school, encouraging their 
fellow students, as well as their teachers, to join the bone 
marrow register. 

Pupil Zakee Aabdi said: “It has been a privilege to work 
alongside ACLT. This experience has left a profound 
impact on us, and we hope our efforts will save lives." 
Headteacher Peter Hughes added: “It has been truly 
wonderful to see our sixth form students actively 
engaging in such a worthwhile venture.”

Teacher Paddy Mills 
added: “For all Year 6 
children the transition to 
secondary school is a major 


issue and they really need a 
refresher on safety. This is a 
fantastic scheme because for 
some of our children this will 
be the first time they’ll be 
getting buses on their own.” 

The Hackney Junior 
Citizenship Scheme is run 
by the London Transport 
Museum. The annual event 
is run in partnership with the 
Council and takes place at 
Hackney Museum.

Improved community relations 


AN innovative project that brings together the police and 
young people in Hackney is celebrating a dramatic drop 
in stop and search practice across the borough. 

The Hackney Young People’s Stop and Search 
Monitoring Group was set up in 201 2 by Hackney CVS in 
response to the riots of the previous year. 

The aim was to encourage dialogue between young 
people and the police, and to reduce the number of stop 
and searches in Hackney. 

In the past year, the group has organised debates, 
sports tournaments and theatre performances, bringing 
1 50 young people together with 30 Met Police officers. 
Over 20 youth leaders have also been trained on stop 
and search, general police procedures and the rights of 
young people when stopped. 

Project member, Terrance Smith, said: “In the beginning 
we had trouble with the police, full stop. Things have 
come a long way. We have much more faith in police 
now because they really listened to us.” 

Since June 201 2, the number of stop and searches in 
Hackney has dropped by 75 per cent, in comparison to 
24 per cent across London. The number of successful 
stops, where the person approached is found to have 
engaged in an illegal act, has increased, from eight per 
cent in 201 2 to just over 26 per cent in September. 
Superintendent Andy Walker, from Hackney Police, 
said: “The young people’s monitoring group has been 
absolutely fantastic in helping us to improve the way we 
do stop and search. We are already seeing significant 
improvements in police and community relations.”

CHRISTMAS came a 
month early for Hackney 
youth groups when they 
were presented with a 
cheque for £10,000 from 
the Council.

In the 
past 1 8 months, it has 
opened 36 new groups in 


Hackney, enabling 696 
young people to join the 
Scouts, Army Cadets and 
The Girl’s Brigade.

- the charitable arm of the 
network - highlighted the 
potential for these groups

The grant, intended 
to support the creation 
of more new groups, 
was celebrated with a 
demonstration of the skills 
young people had learnt 
including first aid, art and 
survival skills.

She said: “We’re delighted 
to have been able to support 
the establishment of so 
many new groups across 
Hackney.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

BOEUF a la biere (beef in beer) is a traditional Belgian recipe, so you may want to cook 
it using Belgian beer. But the Hackney Brewery’s American Pale Ale works well as it’s 
darker than you might expect and not overly hoppy or too bitter. Buy Hackney Brewery 
beers at Broadway Wines, 65 Broadway Market, E8.

• Remove the final batch of beef and fry 
the onions in the beefy oil for about 1 0 
minutes, until they brown a little and begin 
to become translucent 

• Add the garlic to the onions and cook for a 
further 1 minute.

Add the flour 
and stir it around in the beef and onions. Add
